Southern Area Fires:

CEDAR MOUNTAIN COMPLEX, Chattahoochee/Oconee NF - A Type | Incident
Management Team (0O"Bannon) is assigned. The complex consists of the CEDAR
MOUNTAIN, RED CLAY GAP, TOWNSEND and TESNATEE fires. Precipitation reduced
fire activity on the fires.

CHEROKEE NORTH COMPLEX, Cherokee NF - A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Coats) is assigned. The complex consists of PAINT MOUNTAIN, BLUFFTON,
MORRELL and CHUCKY fires. Three of the four fires iIn this complex are
arson caused.
